DETAILED ACTION 

1. The papers submitted on 21 May 2010, amending claims 23 and adding claims 24 and 25, 
are acknowledged. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 21 May 2010 has been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the hmitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. §102 
or §103 would be proper. Specifically, although the prior art teaches a method of molding a two 
part hinge wherein a first part is molded, cooled and introduced into a second mold for a second 
part which is molded over the first part and cooled to form a two part hinge. The prior art does 
not teach or render obvious the step of: selecting a timing for [injecting] the material of the 
second part before the first part has completed shrinkage after molding so that the first part 
undergoes shrinkage during molding of the second part in order to provide a predetermined

frictional force at the interface between the first part and the second part in order to resist [a] 
relative pivotal movement.
